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The once-somnolent interest in 
the Biennial election has mounted 
steadily within the past few weeks, 
and it is now expected that on next 
Tuesday, if weather conditions are 
right, Andover will turn out a rec- 
ora vote.

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Congresswoman Rogers, who has 
spent some twenty years in the 


which time she represented Andov- 
er, dropped in the office the other 
day, fresh from her seven weeks 
trip abroad. 

The seven weeks by airplane, 
army jeep or whatever conveyance 
was handy, took Congressman 
Rogers through base hospitals 
Jin England,-advance hospitals in 
France, to the fighting fronts now 
reaching into Germany and into the 
mountains a few miles from the 
battle lines in Italy. Her only re- 
gret is that she could not have 
reached the Pacific on this trip, but 
hopes very much to get to that 
area later. 

“I can think of no more worth- 
while way I could spend the recess 
that Congress decided on,” Mrs. 
Rogers said, despite the fact that 
her re-election was before the vot- 
ers this fall, “I have obtained a 
first-hand view of the conditions 
under which our men are now 
fighting, of the needs I feel that 
Congress can supply, and of the 
problems that are bing created for 
the future, To my work on the Vet- 
erans Legislation Committee, and 
on the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
of the Congress, I can bring valu- 
able knowledge to be acquired no 
other way. For many years 1 have 
given a great part of my time and 
effort to hospitalization for the war 
casualties of World War One, and 
my first interest was of course, in 
the wounded and the hospitals car- 
ing for them; The courage, the for- 
titude and the patience of our 
wounded are an inspiration. The 
work of the medical staff, doctors, 
nurses and medical corps men, is 
superb and their devotion to duty 
lever praise. Parents can rest as- 
sured that everything possible is 
being done for their sons. More 
doctors and nurses are needed, 
they must be supplied, and I am 
sure they will be. 

“The spirit of our fighting men 
is fine. They have done wonders, 
but they know much remains to be 
done and they have no patience 
with the feeling at home that the 
war is nearly over. Their accomp- 
lishments under the severest of 
handicaps that fighting on foreign 
soil brings to invading forces, are 
writing brilliant, new pages in his- 
tory. Their bravery, their fortitude 
and endurance, are a revelation. 
We must do much for them, here 
at home, to be worthy of them.”

prohibition, for in those days, 
habitual drunkards still managed 
to get drunk and to be more ob- 
noxious than they are now. 


This is America. Twelve hundred 
of our boys and girls are fighting to 
keep America free. We grant a per- 
son the right to do pretty much any- 
thing he wants to, as long as it 
affects only him, and not the gen- 
eral public. If a fellow wants to 
drink, the American thought gives 
him the right to do so. It is not 
American to prevent a man from 
drinking if he does nothing to in- 
fringe upon the rights of other 
people. Nor is it American to take 
advantage of the fact that so many 
of our boys are away fighting for 
us. 

Our liquor dispensing is carried 
on by some of our best citizens, 
people whom you would admire and 
respect and like. They have the in- 
terests of Andover as much at heart 
as any of us, and they have done 
their very best to keep their busi- 
ness on the high plane that An- 
dover demands. In this effort they 
have succeeded, and it would be 
only fair for us, on Tuesday, to give 
them an overwhelming vote of con- 
fidence. 


Vote Straight American 


We have long contended that 
those party leaders who urge the 
people to vote a “straight ticket” 
have a very serious obligation to 
the people of making that straight 
ticket the best that the party can 
produce. You as a voter will be 
urged to vote a straight Republican 
ticket or a straight Democratic 
ticket. Neither of the party's list of 
candidates is straight enough to 
deserve a blanket endorsement 
merely because of the labels after 
the names. ; 

The Repubtican State ticket is 
headed by Horace Cahill for Gov- 
ernor, and he is a worthy successor 
to one of the greatest of our Govy- 
ernors, Leverett Saltonstall. Prob- 
ably the most promising of the 
underling candidates in any of the 
48 states is the Republican candi- 
date for Lieutenant Governor of 
this State, Robert Bradford. The 
Democratic party has put up noth- 
ing in the way of good opposition 
to him. Of course, for Secretary of 
State, Frederic Cook can’t and 
shouldn’t be beaten as long as he 
wants to keep the job. 

So far, so good, if you want to 
vote straight Republican. But there 
the Republican party fails, and ap- 
parently made no effort to put up a 
good candidate for Treasurer, Fred 
J. Burrell of Medford was Treas- 
urer once before under Calvin Cool- 
idge. He resigned upon request in 
1920, In spite of the fact that his 
name appeared on the ballot in that 
year, James Jackson was over- 
whelmingly elected by stickers. We 
don’t want Mr. Burrell back now 
any more than he was wanted in 
1920, and it would be a good thing 
for the voters of the Republican 
party to demonstrate to the leaders 
of that party that if they want a 
straight ticket to be elected, they’d 
better put worthwhile candidates 
into the field. 


’ rank Goodwin of Fairhaven, for- 
mer Registrar of Motor Vehicles, is 
an outstanding candidate for audi- 
tor. His service as Registrar cer- 
tainly merits him this position. 

For Attorney General, the Demo: 
cratic leaders failed, and Francis EH. 
Kelly obtained the nomination. Any- 
body who knows Kelly will certain- 
ly vote for Clarence A. Barnes, the 
Republican candidate. 

For United States Senator, no 
other name than Leverett Salton- 
stall is worth mentioning, and his 
is most certainly worth mentioning. 
Mrs. Rogers deserves re-election as 
Congressman from our district. Her 
opponent has nothing that we can 
find to offer the public. 

Then again the leaders of the Re- 
publican party failed its members. 
For Councillor they let a man by 
the name of Washington Cook win 
the nomination, a man who is a 
comparative new-comer to the dis- 
trict, a man who is the brother of 
Alonzo Cook, whose record as a 
‘public servant is not one that 
Massachusetts likes to boast about. 
Opposing him is Attorney Robert V. 
O'Sullivan of Lawrence, who is so 
far above his opponent in every 
way that Andover, Republicans and 
Democrats alike, should give him an 
overwhelming endorsement. 

For State Senator, Clifford R. 
Cusson of Haverhill is running un- 
opposed. He’s going to be elected. 
He shouldn't have been nominated, 
and the Republican leaders should 
have done something about that, but 
they didn’t, and we're going to have 
Mr. Cusson. 

Again the county leaders of the 
party failed us when it came to 
County Commissioner, and they 
managed to let, by their inactivity, 
C. F. Nelson Pratt win the nomi- 
nation. Pratt should not be allowed 
to hold any public office, even the 


most insignificant one. Andover’s 
voters should vote for Methuen’s 
Arthur Thompson, a Republican, 


and take their choice for second 
place between Michael Conway of 
Peabody and J. Fred Manning of 
Lynn, either of whom can make far 
better County Commissioners than 
C. F. Nelson Pratt.

Get Off That Horse 


It has taken an awful lot of real 
Americans quite a bit of time to 
make up their minds on whom to 
vote for chief executive this com- 
ing Tuesday. Most of them found 
that the National Convention this 
year left a very bad taste in their 
mouths. They had had, four years 


before, one of the most glorious 
feelings that anybody in polities 


had ever had: the feeling that the 
people and not the machine were in 
power, They had seen a man come 
out of business life, and with his 
frankness and vigor and freshness, 
prove that you don’t have to be 
vacillating and cagey in order to 
put up a sterling fight for a public 
office. They had seen that man go 
down to defeat in the election after 
having gained more votes than any 
Republican had ever gained before 
for the Presidency, but they had 
seen him rise in defeat and become, 
without holding office, one of the 


greatest, most respected figures 
not only in America, but in the 
world. 


Then they had seen the machine 
|take control, They had admired 
| Wendell Willkie when he had put 
up another honest, frank, forthright 
campaign for the nomination with- 


out catering to any of the machine 
politicians in his party. They had 
seen him try to get the Republican 
party out of the rut that it had been 
in for the past twelve years, and 
yet a man was nominated who re. 
fused to express his views on any 
of the important subjects before 
the convention had nominated him. 


But before next Tuesday we all 
have to make a choice. There are 
quite a few, even here in educated 
Andover, who are thinking serious- 
ly of not even marking the ballot 
for President. This is an uwn- 
American attitude. Granted that 
the nomination of Governor Dewey 
lacked the refreshing coup-d’etat 


of “We, the People,” it still shéuld 


not be forgotten that the nomina- 
tion of Franklin Roosevelt was far 
from being caused by a public up- 
rising in his behalf, and if we re- 
member rightly, the momination 
four years before was stimulated 
quite a bit by a voice from the 


sewer. 
It's a terribly important elec- 
tion. Some of us have wondered 


about the Republican party’s one- 
time Isolationist group. Some of us 
have even felt that Governor 
Dewey, before the last election, 
was not strongly enough an inter- 
ventionist, and yet we wonder, if 
Governor Dewey had been in the 
same position President Roosevelt 
had, if he had had access to all the 
information that President Roose- 
velt had access to, probably he 
would have been even. more of an 
interventionist than Mr. Roosevelt. 
And certainly, we feel sure, that 
had Mr. Dewgy had control of the 
government he would not have al- 
lowed all the bungling that has so 
seriously delayed our winning of 
the war, and resulted in such ex- 
tremely heavy and extravagant ex- 
penditures of our money. 

We don’t need Roosevelt. It 
would be a serious mistake to con- 
tinue to have Roosevelt. He has 
shown that he is not capable of 
making worthwhile appointments, 
and not capable of so organizing his 
government that it carries on its 
functions smoothly and efficiently. 
He has shown that because of his 
arrogance he no longer gets the 
cooperation of his Congress. 

It will be a sorry day for the 
American, people if they hesitate, 
in the middle of the stream, to dis- 
mount a horse that is: failing and 
instead get on a brand new steed 
that will carry them. safely and 
quickly to the other side.
